SUGGESTIONS  ON  SEED  GROWING.  ^ 

Many  mistakes  are  made  in  seed  sowing  with  the  result  that  the  seedman  i s often 
blamed  for  supplying  seeds  that  fail  to  germinate,  when  as  a matter  of  fact,  in  ninety- 
nine  cases  out  of  a hundred  the  failure  is  due  to  the  lack  of  understanding  a few  funda- 
mental principles  in  seed  germination.  Three  conditions  are  neccessary,  namely:  Moisture, 
atmospheric  air,  and  warmth,  all  being  rcqu  red  to  enable  the  growth  of  the  germ, 
germination. 

How  early  is  it  safe  to  plant?  This  is  a question  frequently  asked  by  many,  and  it  is 
quite  difficult  to  answer,  as  seasons  vary.  In  answer  we  will  say,  for  the  planter  to  ob- 
serve and  note  the  local  annual  progression  and  decline  of  seasons,  as  indicated  by  animal 
and  plant  life. 

Cool  weather  vegetables,  the  seeds  of  which  mav  be  sown  even  before  the  last  of  the 
light  frosts  are  over,  include  beet,  cabbage,  carrot,  kolrabi,  lettuce,  onion,  parsley,  pars- 
nip, peas,  potatoes,  radish,  salsify,  spinach,  turnip,  etc. 

Warm  weather  vegetables,  the  seeds  of  which  should  not  be  sown  until  the  weather  is 
settled,  and  the  ground  is  warm,  include  beans,  corn,  cucumber,  melon,  okra,  pumpkin, 
squash,  etc. 

Firm  the  soil  over  seeds  as  soon  as  sown,  and  about  plants  when  set  out,  providing  the 
soil  is  not  damp  and  sticky. 

Cultivation.  Garden  crops  require  frequent  cultivation,  especially  in  dry  weather,  not 
only  to  destroy  weeds,  but  to  conserve  the  soil's  moisture,  by  keeping  the  surface  crust 
broken,  which  checks  evaporation. 

Plant  feeding.  To  grow  good  vegetables,  a liberal  quantity  of  manure  must  be  in- 
corporated with  the  soil.
